The ancients cnnsiderod water an 
; elementury body from wliieh it may lie 
inferred that they had a very good (pialily 
of the article. Modern [philoaopliera, how- 
ever, a.ay that it consists manily of o.xygen 
and hydrogen. I'erfoctly pure water can 
only be obtiiined by distillation, but un- 
der the combined inlliuMice of iialnre and 
art water absorbs a Lji'eat many things. 
Kain water contains eaibonic aciii. iiiiiu 
acid and ammonia, togeilier willi sinnk.', 
dust and sulphuric acid, etc. Spring or 
rivor water isatill more iinpui e.as it eon 
rains mineral aubatancis it has dissohi d. 
It is the subject of fresh water, or rather 
what ought to be frttsli water, »ith«hirh 
we have to deal. The s -iiria' ol ihe city 
Water supply to begin uilii was not a \ eiy 
ideairable one, ami matters have bein 
"gradually getting woise, until the present 
summer, when the lowering of the wali r, 
owing to the dry weather, lias eoiuleiiaed 
lis siiiiitary iniquities into almost vi.-.ilile 
forms. ICspeeially is lliis seen under .-i 
microscope, when a drop of unliltered 
water becomes a prntoly|je of the lake it- 
self, eontaiiijug decayed forma uf vegeta- 
ble and a'hi^ial life, one of which bears a 
strorig reSeiiiblhrice to tho sea serpent in 
his younger days. Dur eily water, ;is it 
IS now, should therefore m^ver bo nsed, at 
least for drinking piirp..Hes, unlioul 
being both boiled ami liliereil, liy vi'liich 
its imjHirities may be got i-iil of, or at least 
rendered harmless. L nless the water im- 
proves there would seem to be small 
V'-dhance for the spread of Ulne Ribbon 
principles, for whal are pe.iple to 
drink e.xcept cold tea, ami even 
that urowa inonotoiioU.s.

Iiiueiidoes or insinu- 
ations bearing on the characters of others 
differing from ua in opinion are enually 
low ami vicious. The poor aot but harms 
himself ; but tho diasembler, traducor and 
hypocrite oil'end the higher principles of 
a moral law and wreak tliier veiled veil- 
gence on the innocent. C!o after that 
kind, ye meek disciples and do not seek 
to injure the business of men who are 
not responsible for the weakneaa of others 
and have as strong a desire to ameliorate 
the conditions of those whose cause 
you profess to espouse. Neither the 
wearing of .-i blue for other colored ribbon 
will m/\ke men moral or temperate, only 
.succeed temporarily in making others 
thiuk so. Put a wool sack on a fool and 
the fool still remains. Tho akin of a 
sheep on a wolf only hides his species, but 
does not change his character, (ioed 
words and good examples can How from 
an honest publican as widl as frmu a par- 
son; only one is believed an I the other is 
not.
